A protest is being planned to 
save Violet Wood, tnspiration 
for Edith Holden's The Country 
Diary of 4n Edwardian Lady, 
part of which is being felled by 
British Waterways. 

The four-acre wood lies 
alongside the Grand Union

“Instead, they are cutiing 
down a deep swathe along the 
canal side and will take about 
800 of the 1,200 trees which 
must be on the site."

The stable “planning total” in the 
white paper conceals big changes in 
individual programmes. The most 
important shifts are: 

A Cumulative increase in defence 
spending of nearly 19 per cent over the 
next three years. For the first two 
years, spending (excluding Falklands 
costs) rises by 3 per cent more than 
inflation, in line with Britain's Nato 
commitment;

For 1983-84, the year ending next 

month, spending was at one stage

Drug abuse soars 


France bans sale mind control 
of solvent 


From Diana Geddes, Paris 


France has decided to ban the 
sale of trichlorethylence solvent 
to pcople under 18 as part of 
its campaign to tackle the ever- 
rising tide of drug abuse and 
addiction. About 20 young 
people are known to have died 
last year as a direct result of 
“sniffing” solvents and glue. 

M Joseph Franceschi, Minis- 
ter for Public Security, told 
Wednesday’s cabinet meeting 
that a record 190 people died in 
France last year officially due 1o 
drug abuse, 16 per cent more 
than in the previous year, and 
nearly double the number five 
years earlier. But the real fı 
was probably three or four 
times higher. he added. 

The quantity of drugs seized 
by police and customs last year 


` broke all records: 168 kilos of 


heroin were seized, up to 70 per 
cent up on the previous year, 
and 222 kilos of cocaine, nearly 
three times as much as in 1982, 
2 hundred times more than 

The retail value of the total 
drugs haul including 28 tons of 
cannabis. had been estimated at 
7 billion francs (£58O0m). but 
some put the value ten times 
higher, M Franceschi said. 

More than 26,000 people 
were arrested last year for drug 
offences, 20 per cent more than 
in 1982. They included 2,735 
traffickerş, three times the 
number in the previous year. 
Eight out of every 10 traffickers 
are foreigners, mostly Chinese 
and North African Arabs; eight 
out of L0 users are French.

to measure a “good home”.

Audrey Slaughter's article about 
private residential homes for the 
elderly clearly describes some of the 
pitfalls facing people trying to secure 
high quality care for their elderly 
relatives, While the article notes the 
mushrooming growth of privale 
residential care in recent years, it 
does nol identify the substantial 
subsidy which the 1ax-paycer is 
‘providing to private homes through 
social security payments. 

Residents in private homes who 
are not sponsored by a local 
authority or health authority may be 
eligible to have the full charge for 
the home met by supplementary 
benefil In November last ycar 
arrangements for determining the 
tevel of charges werc changed. Social 
security will now mect the highest 
reasonable charge for suitable 
accommodation in the area. 

At the same time as opening up 
the scope for private entrepreneurs 
10 increase their profit-margins. 
without regard to the needs of 
elderly residents. the Government is 
reducing the resources available lo 
social services deparlmenis 1o 
maintain their own domiciliary and 
residential provision for the elderly. 

The Department of Health and 
Social Security is schizophrenic in 
ils approach. At a time of scarce 
resources cash is bei made 
available for one sector of residen- 
tal provision through the bencfits 
side of the DHSS while resources for 
public services are being ever more 
tightly constrained with the concur- 
rence of DHSS Ministers.

My most vivid memory of the 
philosopher Bertrand Russell is of a 
small gathering in Oxford, more 
than 30 vears ago. when he was 
asked by some smarî atick what he.

He existed, The sage considered the 
matter with care. and apparently 
some distaste. for a mnmeni ur two 
and then replied in his inimitably 
pinched. aristocratic 1ones: “} 
should say 10 Him. Youre 2ã very 
shabby fellow: you didn’ give us 
enough evidence ". 

This utterence floaled inio my 
mind on Tuesday morning when I 
<aw, side hy side, lhe main headlines 
of The Tmics and The Tiuartdian. 
This paper proclaimed: “Chernenko 
1akes over wiih firm pledge on 
detente”. Hs contemporary dcclarcd: 
“Hopes of West are dashed by 
Chernenko”. I menor this discrep” 
ancy not to poke fun al the 
distinguished corrcspondenis Over 
whose names thesc labels appcared. 
The point is simply that where the 
Soviet Union is concerned we 
usually do not have the wherewithal 
to provıde even the most intelligent 
and experienced observers wiih an 
unchallengeable vicw. 

The shabby Chernenko. like Ciod. 
has played it satt' and has carciully 
produced something for cveryonc in 
his initial pronouncemenıs — a fcw 
scenlences about imperialist 
aggression and war-mongcring on 
ıhe one harıd and a few aboul his 
desire to follow in the steps of the 
peace-loving Mr Andropov on ihe 
other. From 1his. of course. absol- 
ulely nothing can be deduced ~ nol 
even the siricily limited presump- 
tion that Cherncnko is the kind of 
man who plays things safe. (What 
celse would even ihe most daring 
Soviet leader have done under the 
circumstances?! 

The truth is that ncarly everything 
thal has been written in the past 
weck on this suhject is speculation. 
The confident assertions — 10 take 
some of the most obvious examples 
- that Chernenko is a “stop-gap”. 
thai he is a cautious dove. that he is 
a cautious hawk. that he is a very 
dull dog, that Gromyko will call the 
shots in forcign policy anyway, are 
not entirely baseless, 

The new leader's gage. his repu- 
tation, his pasl performances all 
provide some limited ground for 
this sort of guesswork; but at the end 
of the day. guesswork is still what it 
is, Afier all. Chernenko is younger 
than President Reagan who. what- 
ever else he may be. Is no stop-gap. a 
lot sounger than was Pope John 
XXII when he shook another 
calcifying organization to its foun- 
daıions. The fact that he was an 
apparenlly docile client. and indeed 
creation. of Brezhnev’s may be a 
sign that he is irremediably second 
rale. Bul it may. for all we know, 
conceal the exıstençe of a formi- 
and  self-disciplined 
charactér who knew how’ to bide his 
time. Such things have been known 
before. Khrushchev, under Stalin. 
was a comic bit-player who emerged 
in his true colours only after the 
tyrants death and at a very late 
slage in his own carcer, 

Likewise it is far too early to say 
what the Chernenko foreign policy is 
going to bc: for that matter it is {OO 
carly lo exert any serious influence 
upon it. There is, so far as I know. 
no concrete evidence that ties 
Chermnenko in more than the most 
iemporary and pragmatic fashion to 
Brezhnev's old enthusiasm for 
detente. Nor do we know how much 
he owes to the military — who passed 
him over in favour of Andropov last 
time round. 

It is possible that they exacted 
some important reassurances from 
him before they changed their minds

In any case, it doesn't matter. The 
works of Shakespeare are uot 
textbooks of geography or history. 
Bohemia iş located not on the map, 
burl. like Venice of the Afercharl, 
Athens of the Dream, Elsinore, 
the other places, in the wild country 
of the poets imagination. ۴ 

The classic anecdote of treating - 
Shakespeare as an authority on.what 
he was no1 concerns the First Duke . 
of Marlborough. He was talking .lO 
Bishop Burnet. the historian, and 
surprised him by advancing anach- 
ronisms, anachorisms, and other 
strange matıers of fact The bishops 
not the most searching of scholars, . 
whose History of his own Times WQS 
described by Johnson as mere chit 
chat. was astonished. He asked 
Marlborough where he had picked 
Up his novel version of history, The 
duke. equally surprised on his-side 
tO be asked that question by <0 
knowing a man in history as ihe 
bishop. replied, “Why, don"t. you’ 


remember? It is the only English - 


hıslory of those that I ever read, iî 
Shakeèspeare"s plays". aA 

Maybe his history was shaky in 
paris. We are going to revise his 
geography marks from gamma lo 


bela minus. But he's more fun to 


read than history or geography. 


Among other things, Shakespeare 
was a splendid hack in a hurry. He 
never blorted out a line. It is not 
necessary to go as far as envious Ben 
Jonson. and observe, “Would he 
had blotted a thousand.” But there is 
a certain Schadenfreude for \he rest 
of us when the Bard bluders, and 
should have blotted. 

„_ One of his most famous bloomers 
is the stage direction in The Hinter's 
Tale: “Bohemia. A desert country 
near {he sea." For generations 
odious swots in the front row have 
taken pleasure in waving their hands 
in the air. and saying, "Please Sir, 
Bohemia is nowhere near the sea, 
being entirely surrounded by land.” 
That is the classic example of an 
anchorism, the error of putting an 
action, scene, or character in a place 
where il does not belong. It is an 
cncouragement to lesser hacks, when 
they commit some blunder in print. 
and triumphant or outraged letters 
flood in pointing it out, to remember 
that even Shakespeare nodded. 
Good stuff. of course. Sweet Swan of 
Avon. You could say: “The stream 
of Time, which is continually 
washing the dissoluble fabrics of 
other poets. passes without injury by 
the adamant of Shakepeare.” But the 
lad waš unsound on the geography 
of Bohemia. 

Are we quile sure of this? I was 
untit the other day, when learned 
Richmond Herald, who also enjoys 
the backwoods and bvways of 
history, raısed the matter. Rich- 
ntond points out thal Premsyl 
Ottocow of Bohemia {1233-1275) 
married Margarcl. daughter and 
ultimately heiress of Leopold VI 
(Babenbere). Mararave of Austria. 
Premsyl firs! of all occupied Austria 
and Styria, and then briefly added 
Carinthia and Carmiola, to his 
empire, So. for a brief period in the 
Ihirteenth century, the Kingdom of 
Bohemia did reach the Adrialic, and 
could be accurately described as a 
Country near Lhe Sca,

for farmers willing to change the 
balance of their crops they could 
hardly have shown themselves more 
ohlivious to the colossal weight thal 
all peoples have alwavs given to 
reverence for the dead.

There is ındced: aboul 30.000 ycars 
of such evidence. and it is not to be 
dismissed without consideration of 
what it must mean for ihe nature of 
human bcings and their most 
important belicfs. 

There was another cxample of 
lack of imagination among the MPs 
who drebaleé this subjecL Many 
pcopic. il was pointed out. do not 
hother to carry a kidncy-card. cven 
though {hey would have no objec- 
tion to their bodies being used. 
because they are unable lo envisage 
their abrupt death: “It is a human 
failing". said Mr Dalyell. “o 
imagine that other people are going 
to be kifled. not oneself". 

A human ifing” That is no 
failing: it is an instinct that 
cnshrines once of the most glorious 
truths about mankind, which is that 
our faces are set towards the sun of 
fife. not the darkness of death. We 
do nol go abhoul the streets 
wondering whether we are going tO 
be run over. ihough we know the 
figures for road accidents: even the 
soldier in baıtle does not belicve that 
the next bullet has his number on il. 

This life force is inseparably 
hound up with the feeling that a 
dead body must be handled with 
care. precisely because il once 
contained life. Those who think of 
dead bodies as no more than a 
repository of spare parts, like a Car- 
breakers yard. have failcd 10o gauge 
ihe strength of that feeling and. ın 
1hcir very proper z7cal for helping 
those whose suffering could be 
alleviated if more of their fellows 
would assign their bodies for 
alleviation. have made a profound 
mistake.

“Our best head teachers were 
dismissed from their posts. and 
Cubans. even Russians. were 
brought in to teach in our schools.

„Grenadian Governor-General and 
himself a 1eacher. explaining the 
extent to which Grenada had been 
.dominaled by Cuba before the US 
action last October. The traditional 
British curriculum. even down to 
primary school level. was displaced 
by the introduction of Marxist and 
revolutionary textbooks imported 
from Cuba. Police stations through- 
out the island were closed down and 
many of the {op policemen retired, 
their role being iaken over by a 530- 
strong People’s Revolutionary 
Army. backed by a 1,500-man 
militia. 

Following Maurice Bishop's arrest 
on October I2. events moved 
swiftly. On October i&§ a crowd of 
several thousand of the prime 
minisler’s supporters gathered 1n ihe 
capital, St George's, to demand his 
release, 

One week later the prime 
minister. three of his ministers and 
two trade union leaders, were 
machine-gunned 1o death inside 
Fort George, the eighteenth century 
fortress which from its bill-top 
vantage-point dominates the tiny 
capital and its anchorage. 

The governor-general appealed 
for outside intervention once the 
prıme minister and his principal 
minisiers had been assassinated, his 
position having become perilous. He 
was installed in Government House 
and prolrcted by a single armed 
guard on the gate and a detachment 
of half a dozen policemen with two 
revolvers between them. “I would 
not have wanted any of those PRA 
chappies around the place. They 
were an indisciplined iat", observed 
Sir Paul in his quaint style of speech, 
more redolent of a British colonial 
governor than of a Grenadian. 

Mystery and not a little disbelief 
have surrounded the meeting which 
look place in Grenada on the 
morning of Sunday. October 23, 
between the govemor-general and 
David Monıgomery. Britains Depu- 
ty High Commissioner in Barbados. 
Both Sir Geoffrey Howe and Mrs 
Thatcher have denied that at the 
meeting any request was made for 
British military intervention.

What 1his adds up 1o is a 
charge of around £200 a day per 
passenger 1o make a viablc 
proposlüon on what is (unusual 
ly among commercial projects) 
highly labour - as well as highly 
capital intensive. 


Some 20 million people in 
the US can afford to pay those 
kind of prices for a holiday, 
researchers found, of whom 
some four million are ready and 
willing to do so on a Sea 
Princess cruise. As P & O's 
three existing California-based 
ships carry only about 100,000 
passengers a year the scope is 
clearly considerable ~ provided 
Royal Princess offers what the 
Americans want. What is that? 

The prime requiremenls is 
top-class accommodation and 
service: and here Royal Princess 
clearly scores with for the first 
time on any ship every cabin 
offering a sea view. A cabin 
with a porthole (these days a 
picture window) has always 
been highly in demand but in 
former days, when passengers 
had to share the hull with cargo, 
with bigger engines than today, 
and with bulkier equipment and 
services, only a minority of 
passsengers were able to get it. 
For this they paid premium 
rates. 

Two earlier ways of trying to 


give inside cabins a glimpse of 


daylight and the sea were the 
“Bibby” cabin which extended 
a narrow arm out to the ship's 
side, often ending in a srnall 
porthole and a washbasin; and 
the greatly improved Canberra 
“courtyard” cabin, where a 
batch of six cabins look out on 
1o a shared courtyard with a 
large sea view. 

In the Royal Princess al] such 
devices are swept away in 
favour of a panoramic view of 
the sea, sky. and porls of call 
from every cabin, in many cases 
from its own private verandah, 
Jt should be enormously popu- 
lar, and is backed up with other 
cabin features dsesigned spe- 
cially for the US market. 


UST as the Princess of 

Wales is seen by many as a 

symbol of vouthful re- 
surgence ın British public life, 
so the brilliant new P & O liner 
which will be named afier her al 
the launch next November can 
be seen as a sign of resurgeoce 
of British cruising. 

Briain invented cruising: 
more from nccessily than 
choice. No other country in the 
nineteenth and early twenticth 
centuries had such a scaler of 
far-flung colonies. and such a 
huge fleet ûf passenger and 
cargo liners lo transfer people 
and goods betwcen them, 

Most of these trades — 10 
India and China, Australia and 
New Zealand. the Middle East, 
Aftica. and South and North 
America - were seasonal. some 
highly so; and cruising evolved 
ds an allcrnative source of 
employment when the liners 
were not necded for trade. 

Afier the last war cargo 
hecame more and morc sepa- 
rated into specialised cargo 
ships — but at 1he same time 
aircraft were making ever-greal- 
¢r inroads into passenger trafic 
on the old world routes, and 
finers concentrated mort and 
more on that aspccl of 1heir 
business that had formerly been 
A sIOPEaP. 

The real trauma came in the 
carly 1960s when P & O's 
Canberra and Oriana, and 
Cunard's QE3 were built. 

All three shıps were re-de- 
signed during planning, and 
cnded much more cruise-ships 
than they began. But for many 
xears aficr that P & O hesitated 
lo {ake the ultimate step to a 
I100 per cent cruiseship with no 
line voyage commitments whal- 
ever, 

This was a market developed 
primarily by those inspired 
shipping entrepreneurs, the 
Norwegians. who built a score 
or more of modest custom-built 
cruise ships. mostly around 
20.000 tons for about 600 
passengers. through which the 
Caribbean cruise market based 
ın Miami really took off in ihe 
I9ü0s and 1970s. 

Cunard jumped in with their 
Countess and Princess; but P & 
OQ. still Britain's (and indeed the 
world's) leading cruise line, 
continued to ponder, content in 
the 1970s to buy time by buying 
existing ships and with them an 
established foothold in the 
Californian marke

Andropov’s effect 
on Soviet press 


Fron Afiss Olga Franklin . 

Sir. Alas. poor Yuri (V. Andropov}! 
So few nice words. I followed his 
carcer line by line through Pravda, 
1=vestia, the famous Litéruturnaya 
Gazeta, celc. and I feel juslice ought 
to be seen to be done in the pages of 
The Times. 

For one thing, he much improved 
1he whole Moscow standard of 
journalism. This was not easy in so 
conservative a world as the USSR. 
so that even rumours of his own 
approaching death had to be 
severely muted. It seems I was the 
only monitor of the Soviet press to 
nolice almost a month ago thal 
Prarda was trying to say thal he was 
dead or dying. After noticing the 
"obituary" type material being 
published about him. I said on 
Heckend Honan's Hour (Radio 4) 
that Andropov would “never be 
seen in public again". 

The whofe Sovict press changed 
for the better when he took power, 
His first action was [o allow a 
Prarda editorial denouncing itsclf 
and 1he whole Sovict media for 
"“sloganising. phrase-making", Both 
paper and print improved so thal it 
1s now possible to read thc Moscow 
papers without eyesight damage. 

He permilled more freedom of 
the press than ever before. The 
Ixestia woman’s supplement gave 
almost a whole page to a scx-and- 
crime story of a conman who 
murdered a shop manageress ir the 
town of Ivanovo, with a short 
account of the trial and the man 
being condemned to death.

One 
by one these handicaps were 
removed and 1he range seems to go 
from strength to strength. 

The latest version, 1he GLE, went 
on sale here just before Christmas 
but is as yet in limited supply.

and a five-speed gearbox, and is the 
first mode! in the 300 range to have 
a saloon, rather than a hatchback, 
bodyshell.
